In the laboratory, students conduct ex- 
periments under actual scientific working 
conditions. 

Four years ago, during MacArthur's in- 
itial year, the science department made 
only one offering, biology. Today, there 
are nine offerings. This year, to complete 
the science curriculum for MacArthur's ar- 
rival to the ranks of а complete 9-12 
high school, Advanced Chemistry, Advanc- 
ed Physics, and Physical Science Il were 
added to the existing courses. In addition, 
the biology classes now use the recently- 
developed B.S.C.S. Biology course.

Many varied groups make ир the MacArthur Music Department. In the auditorium 
you may hear the soft tones of а lullaby being played by an orchestra, or а booming 
march being blasted out by one of the bands. The choir often fills its room with 
pleasant vocal music. And, їп the small sound-proof practice rooms a group of 
potential folk singing stars often rehearse. 

The marching band, which appears at every home football game, is made up 
of two smaller groups, the concert band and the symphonic band. The concert 
band is a training section for the performing symphonic band. The symphonic band 
represents DMHS at festivals. Band festivals are a type of contest where bands are 
judged against a standard norm, rather than against other bands. MacArthur also 
has а concert and symphonic orchestra, which run under much the same procedure, 
but with the sweet soft sound of violins replacing the blaring trumpets. 

Other performing Generals display their talents in the choir. The vocal section 
of the music department, headed by Mr. Heikkinen, is divided into two parts, the 
choir and chorus. The chorus is composed mainly of freshmen and sophomores, while 
the more-advanced choir is made up of mostly juniors and seniors. The choir per- 
forms at many hospitals, and these Generals have always been invited back for a 
return performance.

Vocational education is not neglected at MacArthur, with six courses offered. 
In drafting, the basis for the entire industrial arts program, students study both 
architectural and perspective drawing. Woodshop finds students working on all 
sorts of carpentry projects, while the metal shop classes next door turn out items 
made from both light and heavy metal. Boys seen with black spots on their 
clothes may have been doing anything from printing or commercial art in graphic 
arts to disassembling a teacher’s car in power mechanics. Students in electronics, 
the most technical course offered, dissect radios, televisions, and other electrical 
devices to reinforce textbook theories. Overall, a fine foundation for many trades 
is available at DMHS.

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Ann Wolfe had the privilege of representing MacArthur 
at a press conference given by Meredith Wilson when he 
was in Saginaw in October, 1964. When Ann introduced 
herself and said she was representing Douglas MacArthur 
H.S., Mr. Wilson asked her if she knew Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's credo. 

Ann did not know the credo. When Mr. Wilson learned 
that our school did not possess a copy of the credo, he 
told Ann, “If you will buy one and give it to your school, 
I'll pay the bill.” 

Ann's search for a copy of the credo brought no results. 
She wrote a letter to Mr. Wilson, explaining the situation. 
He responded by locating a beautifully-mounted copy of 
the credo and sending it to Ann for presentation to the 
school. The credo now hangs in the Centers Building, 
where it can be read by MacArthur students and visitors 
to the school. 


MacArthur’s 
Credo 


“Youth is not entirely a time of life . . . it is a state of mind. It is not wholly a matter of ripe cheeks, 
red lips or supple knees. It is a temper of the will, a quality of the imagination, a vigor of the emotions, a fresh- 


ness of the deep springs of life. It means a temperamental predominance of courage over timidity, of an 


appetite for adventure over love of ease. 

“Nobody grows old by merely living a number of years. People grow old only by deserting their ideals. 
Years may wrinkle the skin, but to give up interest wrinkles the soul. Worry, doubt, self-distrust, fear and 
despair . . . these are the long, long years that bow the head and turn the growing spirit back to dust. 

"Whatever your years, there is in every being's heart the love of wonder, the undaunted challenge of 


events, the unfailing childlike appetite for what's next, and the joy of the game of life. 


“You are as young as your faith, as old as your doubt; as young as your self-confidence; as old as your 


fear; as young as your hope, as old as your despair. 


“In the central place of every heart there is a recording chamber; so long as it receives messages of 


beauty, hope, cheer and courage, so long are you young. 


“When the wires are all down and your heart is covered with the snows of pessimism and the ice of 


cynicism, then, and then only are you grown old.” 


GENERAL DOUGLAS MacARTHUR 
January 26, 1880—April 5, 1964 
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At the end of the first semester 
Mr. Stoner's advanced physics class 
created quite a stir on campus by 
erecting а Foucault Pendulum. 

The MacArthur pendulum dupli- 
cated, on а smaller scale, an experi- 
ment performed by the French physi- 
cist Foucault in 1851 that demon- 
strated the rotation of the earth. 
Our pendulum had а bright orange 
bowling ball as a weight, and was 
suspended by а 23-foot piece of 
piano wire from the top of the 
center area in East Hall.
